Just before the war there was nothing but joy and gayety in the old house. Young people, 
always laughing, walked along the paths in the flower garden, and the little well house often 
resounded with their happy chattering. The very gayest and loveliest of them all was the daugh- 
ter of the man who owned the house. Fresh, young, happy, she danced her way into the hearts 
of all and into the heart of one young man in particular. These two played at love among the 
flowers. And then came the war. The gardens were quiet and the house was noiseless. With 
the first call for soldiers, the young man volunteered, and the night before he left, he wandered 
in the garden for the last time with his love. The love that had been gay and playful in times 
of peace was now sadder, but deeper, stronger and more sincere. Long they walked and talked 
of the things lovers talk about when death is near. Their path led them to the little well house, 
and seated there, he gave her a diamond ring. With it they plighted their troth, and gave 
love's sacred promises. He told her that she must never let the ring leave her finger, for if she 
did, some catastrophe would happen. The moon was full that night, and the moonbeams formed 
a halo around her head as he kissed her goodbye and left her. 

Ere the moon had waned and grown full again, a message came saying that the young man 
had been killed. The girl did not shed many tears, for in those times the South called on its 
women for sterner stuff than tears are made of. But the happy smile left her face, never to re 
turn, and in its place a sad, sweet look that seemed to see bevond the grave. She grew thinner 
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each day. Every night she would slip out to the well house, and holding her hand out, would 
watch the reflection of the diamond as it sparkled on the water.

into the well. The warning her lover had given her that she must never let the ring leave her 
finger came back, All night she sat, still gazing into

gazing down into the well, search with her sleeping eves for the ring. Afraid to waken her, 
Aunt Ann could only follow and see that she suffered no harm. ‘ 

Once more the moon waned, and once more it grew full again. The bright star shone just 
overhead, and its reflection in the well looked like a diamond sparkling. Aunt Ann, worn out 
with her vigils, dozed off to sleep, only to wake with a start to the realization that her young 
mistress was not in her bed. She got up and went swiftly but noiselessly out of the house and 
along the path to the well house. With a strange feeling of foreboding, she opened the door 
just in time to see the young girl, her eyes fixed on the reflection of the star in the water, her 
light blue night dress floating about her, and her face transfigured with a glorious light, bend 
slowly forward, lose her balance, and sink out of sight beneath the water. When the well was 


drained and her body recovered, still on her face was the gloriovs smile, and clutched in her 
hand was the diamond ring, 


It is the spirit of this young girl which comes when the moon is full and the bright star is 
shining overhead. Shimmery and wraithlike she trails her blue robe down long forgotten paths 
among the roses, and wandering around the foundation of the library, seeks again the well and 
the symbol of her love.
